7 The latest episode in the case of 
“Fat” Hardy, bootlegger, poison liquor 
purveyor and life-termer in the Geor- 
gia State Prison, makes thoughtful 
Georgians wonder. Are those charged 
with the immediate custody of convicts 
stupid, are they criminally negligent or 
is it that they just don’t care? 

The story out of Teifair County says 
the notorious “Fat” had been made a 
trusty. It says that he was placed, 
without guard, as the night watchman 
at a bridge washout. 

Now if the washout warranted the 
posting of a guard to warn the traveling 
public of the hazard, then surely the 
assignment called for a_ responsible 
person. 

We submit that a man who blandly 
admitted blending the poison brew that 
killed 41 persons was hardly the ap- 
propriate choice for the lookout at the 
bridge. 

“Fat” Hardy proved he is no Hora- 
tius. He deserted his post of duty. Had 
a motorist driven off the road and into 
the creek the night of Trusty ‘“Fat’s”’ 
dereliction, then another murder would 
have been added to the Hardy “a 
And the custodian who placed “Fat” o 
guard would have been an sting 

The incident calls for a thorough in- 
vestigation bv the Department of Cor- 
rections. State prison officials need to 
find out more than why the delay on 
the report of Hardy’s escape and that of 
convict Joe Lee Bishop. 

Prison officials explain Hardy's 
status as a trusty on the grounds that 
he was too heavy to run. The public 
wants to know if “Fat” and his friends 
had thrown enough weight around to 
dJand for him the quiet, if lonely, assign- 
ment at the bridge. 

Indeed, evidence accumulates to in- 
dicate that the handling of “Fat” Hardy 
should be investigated beginning with 
the dav on which he became a ward 
of the state. |

South’s Football Great 
Get Deserved Honor 


Taking a page from baseball's book, 
football has established a ‘‘Football Hall 
of Fame.” Today three great Southern 
coaches will be formally installed 
therein. 

They are the late William Alexander 
of Georgia Tech, the late Dan McGugin 
of Vanderbilt, and Mike Donahue, for 
years Auburn's head coach. All three 
are legendary figures and each made 
great contributions to Southern football! 

Dan McGugin was the first. He 
went to Vanderbilt just after the turn 
of the century from Michigan's great 
championship “point-a-minute” team. 
He had played in the first Rose Bowl 
game, in which Michigan routed Stan- 
ford. He made Vanderbilt a football 
power and set the sights high for others. 
- Mike Donahue slowly made Auburn 
a formidable power, going in for great 
fullbacks and huge lines. 

_ Bill Alexander took over from the 
great John Heisman and proved him- 
self a greater genius than even that 
fine coach. It was under Alexander 
that what is today known as the Geor- 
gia Tech system—of good teams and 
good students—replaced the former 
emphasis on football alone. He made 
many outstanding contributions to the 
game in general, and at Tech his mem- 
ory will alwavs be revered. 

+ All three of these men were more 
than football coaches. They made con- 
tributions to the character of the men 
they coached. They are three Southern 
giants of football's legends and we join 
with great enthusiasm in the simple 
ceremonies installing them in ‘“Foot- 
ball’s Hall of Fame.”

As an example of how a public util- 
ity can maintain high standards of 
service without perpetually gouging the 
consumer for more money, other con- 
cerns could study with profit the record 
of the Atlanta Gas Light Co. 

Recently the company was forced to 
ask for a rate increase when it found 
it could not absorb a hike of 4 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet in wholesale price 
of gas granted by the Federal Power 
_Commission and maintain its fair mar- 
“gin of profit. It goes into effect this 
month with a proviso that it will be 
refunded if the wholesale hike is re- 
. scinded. 
Prior to that this concern’s rates had 
‘heen progressively reduced since 1945 
for residential and commercial users in 
‘the amount of $1,383,483 annually. Ac- 
tual cost to the company of these sav- 
"ings amounted to $1,420,483 annually. 
«+ During this period, facilities and 
numbers of customers have been vastly

expanded to meet the needs of a rap- 
idly growing economy. Distribution of 
gas has grown from 92,000,000 cubic 
feet a day in 1945 to 342,000,000 cubic 
feet today. The company services the 
Atlanta metropolitan area and 38 other 
Georgia communities, including Macon, 
Augusta and Athens. 

By their record, the management 
and employes of Atlanta Gas Light Co, 
show they understand our thesis that 
public’ utilities in all fields cut their 
own throats by gouging the public for 
all the traffic will bear. Some sharper 
management practices and efficiency of 
operation seem to be part of the an- 
swer.

Fall Brings a Crop 
Of Fine New Hospitals 


October might well be named “New 
Hospital Month” in Georgia. The new 
$411,000 Peach County Hospital will 
be dedicated Sunday. <A $350,000 hos- 
pital at Blackshear was scheduled for 
official opening on Oct. 1, thus success- 
fully climaxing a campaign of many 
years among Pierce Countians desirous 
of adequate hospital facilities. 

Irwin Countians are planning an 
early opening of their new hospital, 
thus keeping pace with their Turner 
County neighbors whose $450,000 ‘insti- 
tution was put into use with appropri- 
ate rites late in September. 

Coffee County will dedicate a 60- 
bed plant on Sunday, Oct. 11. Gordon 
County hopes to cut the ribbons on Oct. 
18, thus initiating its $600,000 hospital. 
An earlier opening date was canceled 
because of the illness of the governor, 
the dedicatory speaker. 

There may be more in the fall crop 
of completed hospital projects. If we 
have overlooked any, it is because the 
completions are coming: too-fast for us 
to keep up. 

We congratulate each sd these com- 
munities on the success of their efforts 
to provide health care for their citizens. 
Along with felicitations, may we sug- 
gest the sober thought that construction 
is but half the battle. Fine physical 
plants alone do not make great institu- 
tions of healing. There remains the 
never-ending responsibility of provid- 
ing a service in Keeping with needs. 
Any dédication of a -public building 
should include a pledge toward that 
objective.

To Win Verdict, 
‘Pack’ the Jury 


WASHINGTON—We've had ‘“‘Swearing-In 
Week” around here for President Eisen- 
hower’s commissions. Three of them in 
this past week. All of which emphasizes 
again, if we need to be reminded, how wide 

a range of problems 
this administration has 
consigned to labotatory 
study — and thereby to 
postpone action or at- 
tempted solution. 

The three which be- 
gan to organize and get 
to work in'a_ single 
week are only a frac- 
tion. There are nearly 
a score more altogether. 

One of the three this 
week was the revamped Hoover Commis- 
sion on Government reorganization, headed 
by the ex-President, which has far wider 
powers than the previous Hoover Commis- 
sion, since it can influence government 
policy and does not have to confine itself 
to efficiency, as did the other. 


Another is the Commission on Inter- 
governmental Relations, headed by- Dr. 
Clarence E:. Manion, former dean of Notre 
Dame Law School. It is delegated to study 
federal and state functions and advise 
whether some current federal responsibili- 
ties should be shifted to the states. The 
third is the advisory committee on govern- 
ment housing policies which is supposed to 
come up with an answer on public housing 
and its scope. 


To see which way these commissions are 
likely to move, it is helpful to examine and 
analyze their personnel. You discover they 
are well weighted on the side of con- 
servatism. 

In order to get the kind of reports you 
want, it Is necessary to ‘‘pack’’ the jury. 

This explains, for example, why on the 
Federal-State Functions Commission, the 
two Democratic governors who were select- 
ed are stanch ‘‘state-righters’’—Allan Shiv- 
ers of Texas, who bolted to the Republican 
Party in the last election, and John S. 
Battle of Virginia, representing the con- 
Servative, state-rights Byrd machine. 

That's a sample of how it’s done. Inter- 
esting to note, too, if you bilo the gentle- 
man's background, is that this commission 
also includes former Gov. Sam Jones of 
Louisiana who, you may recall, set off the 
first ‘‘state .rights’’ revolt in the South 
against President Roosevelt and the New 
Deal back in the early 1940s, the prelude 
to Jater Dixiecrat movements. For that 
Sam Jones was quite celebrated at the time 
and became the darling of Democratic con- 
servatives and Republicans. 

That is true, too, of the Hoover Com- 
mission. For that reason, the friends of 
public power in particular have been dis- 
turbed because preliminary statements from 
within the commission, which is authorized 
to recommend abolition of existing govern- 
ment functions, have concentrated on public 
power.

At 80 His Dream 
Is Still A-Glow 


Often it has been said that the dreams 
and the aspirations of the young are stanch 
and long lasting. Strengthened by vitality, 
ardor and endurance, the fabric of youth 
wears well against the scuffle of reality. 
But such attributes are not exclusively the 
property of the young in years. The Rev. 

John E. Summer is 
proof of that. 
More than __ three 
years ago the Rev. Mr. 
Summer set out to see 
what he could do about 
getting a hospital for 
south Fulton County. 
He’s 80 now, and he 
carries the years and 
the dream well. 
The Rev. Mr. Sum- 
mer is a retired Method- 
ist minister who lives in Hapeville, and he 
is the secretary-treasurer of the South Ful- 
ton-Fayette-Clayton Hospital Authority. 
When he set upon the trail of his dream 
three years ago there was no such organi- 
zation. He did more, probably, than anyone 
else to bring about its existence. 


The hospital has been endorsed by the 


city governments of Hapeville, East Point, 
Fairburn and Palmetto, and the county 
governments of Clayton and Fayette. Pe- 
titions have been signed by nearly a hun- 
dred civie and school organizations. More 
than 700 businessmen of the area have also 
signed. 

These entreaties have been addressed to 
the Fulton. County Commission. Those who 
seek hospital facilities for south Fulton are 
after financial help. 

A joint meeting of the commissioners 
and the Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Authority 
heard the Jatest appeal this week. No 
money was forthcoming. The Fulton fathers 
and the Fulton-DeKalb Authority are now 
engaged in plans for a new Grady Hospital. 
Their financial hands are zero. 

The South Fulton-Fayette-Clayton group 
was established after a state survey had 
established a need for a hospital in that 
area. This need is explained in this manner 
by the Rev. Mr. Summer: 

“South of the new Atlanta boundary 
from County Airport along the East Point- 
Hapeville northern boundary line to the 
S.E. Atlanta-Hapeville.area there are more 
than 100,000 citizens of south Fulton County. 
There is no hospital in the area. Piedmont 
is the nearest facility, and it plans to 
move. This entire south Fulton area is from 
10 to 40 miles from the Atlanta hospital 
eenter for pay patients, and to get there we 
must travel through one of the city’s worst 
traffic bottlenecks.”’ 

The Rev.'Mr. Summer and his fellow 
citizens seek a 300-bed hospital, a combi- 
nation plant for the care of both paying and 
indigent patients. A lot of money is in- 
volved. They hope to get part om Hill- 
Burton funds. 

The need is acknowledged by Fulton 
County, the Rev. Mr. Summer says, and 
his hopes are still high. His dream isn't 
frayed, even at 80.

Warren Appointment Called Triumph 


For ‘Common Good Over Legal Group 


WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower 
never had but one restraint to overcome in 
naming Earl Warren as chief justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, highest 
judicial office in the land. From the start 
he had regarded the big Californian as a 
fitting successor to the late Chief Justice 
Fred M. Vinson. The truth is that Warten 
had been his first choice for the vacancy 
ever since Vinson died. But he was held 
back from making an 
earlier decision by fear 
that the appointment 
might be considered too 
political. In this he was 
guided, in part, by the 
thought that no chief 
justice appointed dur- 
ing the past 50 years 
and more was without 
previous experience on 
the federal bench. 

On top of this, War- a 
ren had given valuable support to the 
Eisenhower candidacy at the Republican 
national convention in Chicago last year. 
Without it Ike probably never could have 
been nominated for the presidency, for it 
was the large California delegation that cast 
the deciding vote in favor of Eisenhower 
on the contested delegates from. three 
Southern states—Georgia, Texas and Lou- 
isiana. 

If these delegates had gone to the late 
Robert A. Taft, as originally instructed, the 
story of the convention would have been 
different. Moreover, the California delega- 
tion, some 70 strong, threw its support to 
Eisenhower on the crucial ballot. 

One thing that simplified the Warren 
appointment was the word sent the White 
House by Tom Dewey that he was not in- 
terested in the Vinson vacancy. If the ap- 
pointment were to be made on a political 
basis, Dewey had first claim, having been 
the chief supporter of Eisenhower in the 


preconvention campaign. When Dewey 
bowed himself out the President's choice 
was made easier. 

Many of the President's legal advisers 
are known to have taken the position that it 
would be unwise for him to appoint a man 
who had no background in the federal ju- 
diciary. For that reason it was urged that 
he elevate some present member of the 
court to the chief justiceship and then 
name Warren to the vacancy thus created. 

But after weighing the matter carefully 
the President evidently decided the Cali- 
fornian’s appointment would be the happi- 
est he could make. While Warren has never 
seen service on the bench, federal or other- 
wise, he has a sound concept of law and 
prior to his election as governor made an 
enviable record as prosecuting attorney and 
attorney general of his state for a number 
of years. 

What is more important, perhaps, is that 
in both his public acts and statements he 
has shown a philosophy of government that 
bears neither to the right nor to the left. 


‘It is epitomized by a remark he once 


made about social progress not being con- 
fused with socialism . 

On the theory that lawyers, and par- 
ticularly judges, are often too legalistic 
in their interpretation of laws, placing too 
much emphasis on technicalities, there has 
been a school of thought for years which 
holds that it would be better for the com- 
mon good if a chief justice were named 
outside of the legal fraternity. He could 
be a layman or any outstanding profes- 
sional man whose integrity and honesty was 
beyond reproach. 

Warren certainly has these qualities. Al- 
though he is without the judicjal back- 
ground which tradition has come to asso- 
ciate with the chief justiceship, he has the 
mark of merit that qualifies him in every 
other respect. Eisenhower is generally 
conceded to have made an excellent ap- 
pointment.

Martyrs Still Die 
For Christianity. 


A number of the honored and precious 
words of Christian history are no longer 
commonplace to the vocabulary of the aver 
age Christian. I am thinking of words such 
as danger, insecurity, go 
hardship, peril, trial, 
tribulation, persecution 
and martyrdom. Sel- 
dom does the story of 
persecutions for Christ's 
sake seem completely 
real to those modern 
churchmen who live, for 
instance, in the com- 
parative quiet and secu- 
rity of Georgia. It all 
seems a part of history re 
mee since past and of the lore of old hash, 

. Paul was not one to praise himself. 
cane did he enumerate his own accome 
plishments. He boasted only in the Cross 
of Christ. In one instance, however, he 
gave us a brief, intimate glimpse of him- 
self and of the things he endured as Christ's 
disciple. When his leadership among the 
Corinthians was held in question by new 
leaders and spiritual interlopers, St. Paul 
struck back with strong and daring words, 

To substantiate his credentials as a true 
leader, he recounted his experiences as a 
Christian. Listen to the trials he faced: 
On five occasions he suffered the blows of 
a lash, three times he was beaten with a 
rod, once he was shipwrecked. He faced 
the perils of water, of robbers, of hostility 
at the hands of false brethren and of the 
heathen. (Read 2 Corinthians 11:23-28.) 
He was persecuted at Lystra and impris- 
oned more than once. No doubt he died a 
violent death. 

Not only Paul. According to sacred tra- 
dition, all of the disciples died unnatural 
and untimely deaths. The New Testament 
tells us that Peter and his associates were 
arrested and imprisoned. Stephen was 
stoned fatally. The Roman Christians fled 
to subterranean tunnels, the catacombs, 
that they might continue their worship. 
Members of the early Christian communi- 
ties suffered mightily and continually at 
the hands of the emperors Nero, Domitian 
and Trajan. 

Fox's ‘‘Book of Martyrs,’’ written in 1565, 
shows vividly that there were noble and 
worthy disciples of the succeeding genera- 
tions who surrendered their lives rather 
than abandon their faith. Our own day is 
not without similar experiences. 

In some parts of the world Christians 
must stili worship secretly.
